Southern Showdown for GOP Rivals 


Candidates ramp up 
campaigning in Ala., 
Miss, before primaries 


Birmingham, Ala. 

Republican presidential hopeful Rick 
Santorum on Sunday nudged rival 
Newt Gingrich to step aside, argu- 
ing a head-to-head contest between 
himself and Mitt Romney should 
“occur sooner rather than later.” A 
defiant Gingrich predicted victories 
in Tuesday’s primaries in Alabama 
and Mississippi, and called Romney 
the weakest Republican front-runner 
in nearly a century. 

Santorum and Gingrich were 
campaigning hard two days before 
what has become a potentially deci- 
sive Southern showdown for the 
GOP field. 

On NBC’s “Meet the Press,” San- 
torum said Gingrich’s recent stretch 
of weak showings suggests he has 
few options left in the race. Gingrich 
placed third in Kansas and dead last 
in Wyoming, whose caucuses Rom- 
ney won easily on Saturday. 

“The speaker can stay in as long 
as he wants, but I think the better 
opportunity to make sure that we 
nominate a conservative is to give 
us an opportunity to go head-to-head 
with Gov. Romney at some point and, 
hopefully, that will occur sooner rath- 
er than later,” Santorum said, add-

Looking Ahead to ni. Primary 

There’s no relief in sight for Mitt Romney, with a new 
Chicago Tribune/WGN-TV poll showing a tight race in 
the Illinois primary March 20. The Sunday poll shows 
Romney at 35 percent in the March 20 primary, but 
Rick Santorum is within the margin of error at 31 per 
cent. Newt Gingrich comes in at 12 percent, while 
Ron Paul is at 7 percent. Nearly half of voters say 
they could still change their mind, though, so there is 
plenty of room for movement, (the Washington post) 


Santorum’s Toehold 

Rick Santorum, who has battled 

to be Mitt Romney’s chief conserva- 
tive foe, burnished his standing with a 
decisive win in caucuses in Kansas on 
Saturday. The former Pennsylvania 
senator also carried contests last week 
in Oklahoma and Tennessee, giving him 
a toehold in the South. Romney now 
has 454 delegates, compared to 217 for 
Santorum, 107 for Gingrich and 47 for 
Ron Paul. A candidate must win 1,144 to 
clinch the Republican presidential nom- 
ination at the national convention. (AP)

On “Fox News Sunday,” Gingrich 
took aim at Santorum, saying his sup- 
port for earmarks and other spend- 
ing projects while in Congress had 
alienated voters from the Republi- 
can Party in 2006. Losing Alabama 
and Mississippi would effectively 
spell the end for Gingrich, who has 
banked his waning prospects on an 
all-Southern strategy. 

A win for Romney in Alabama — 
where polling shows a tight contest 
between Romney, Gingrich and San- 
torum — could all but bring the GOP 
nominating contest to a close. Rom- 
ney has built a substantial delegate 
lead against his rivals but has failed 
so far to win a state in the Deep South.

Student Loans Could Be 
‘Next Debt Bomb’ in U.S. 


Washington 

Bankruptcy lawyers have a fright- 
ening message for America: The37’re 
seeing the telltale signs of a stu- 
dent loan debt bubble that is plac- 
ing increased financial pressure on 
families struggling with their chil- 
dren’s mounting debt. According 
to a recent survey by the National 
Association of Consumer Bankrupt- 
cy Attorneys, more than 80 percent 
of bankruptcy lawyers have seen a 
substantial increase in the number 
of clients seeking relief from stu- 
dent loans in recent years. 

In most cases, those clients 
could not meet the federal hard- 
ship standards that are necessary 
to discharge a student loan through 
bankruptcy proceedings. Instead, 
many of these parents or guard- 
ians who co-signed the student 
loans face the prospect of losing 
their life savings, cars or homes 
to collection agencies for aggres- 
sive private lenders.

In Japan, a Day to Reflect 


Country mourns, 
marks anniversary 
of quake, tsunami 

Rikuzentakata, Japan 

For 70-year-old Toshiko Murakami, 
memories of the terrifying earth- 
quake and tsunami that destroyed 
much of her seaside town and swept 
away her sister brought fresh tears 
Sunday, exactly a year after the 
disaster. 

“My sister is still missing, so I 
can’t find peace within myself,” she 
said before attending a ceremony 
in a tent in Rikuzentaka marking 
the anniversary of the March 11, 
2011, disaster that killed just over 
19,000 people and unleashed the 
world’s worst nuclear crisis in a 
quarter century. 

Across Japan, people paused at 
2:46 p.m. — the moment the mag- 
nitude-9.0 quake struck a year ago 
— for moments of silence, prayer 
and reflection about the enormous 
losses suffered and monumental 





In Memory 

In Rikuzentakata, which lost 
1,691 residents from its pre- 
quake population of 24,246, a 
siren sounded on Sunday at 
2:46 p.m. and a Buddhist priest 
rang a bell at a temple overlook- 
ing a barren area where houses 
once stood. In Onagawa, people 
facing the ocean pressed their 
hands together in silent prayer. 
In Ishinomaki, survivors lit about 
2,000 candles to mourn the 
victims. In Tokyo, anti-nuclear 
demonstrators marched to the 
headquarters of Tokyo Electric 
Power Co., the operator of the 
Fukushima nuclear plant, (ap) 


tasks ahead. 

Japan must rebuild dozens of 
ravaged coastal communities, 
shut down the crippled Fukush- 
ima Dai-ichi nuclear power plant 
and decontaminate radiated land 
so it is inhabitable again. 

These are enormous burdens on 
a country already straining under 
the weight of an aging, shrinking 
population, bulging national debt 
and an economy that’s been stag- 
nant for two decades. 

Prime Minister Yoshihiko Noda 
reminded the Japanese people that 
they have overcome many disas- 
ters and difficulties in the past. 
“Our predecessors ... have repeat- 
edly risen up from crises,” Noda 
said at a ceremony at the Nation- 
al Theater attended by the emper- 
or and empress. 

The earthquake was the stron- 
gest recorded in Japan’s history

Cross-border fighting between Gaza 
and Israel, touched off by Israel’s kill- 
ing of a top militant leader, showed 
no signs of letting up on its third day 
Sunday Gaza militants fired dozens 
of rockets at Israeli towns, hitting an 
empty school, and Israeli airstrikes 
killed three Gazans, including a boy 
and a farm guard. 

Egypt tried to mediate but 
failed to end the worst violence in 
more than a year that has killed 18 
Gazans, all but two of them mil- 
itants, and disrupted the lives of 
about 1 million Israelis living in 
Gaza rocket range. 

Even so, Israel and Gaza’s 
Hamas rulers seemed eager to 
avoid a full-scale conflict. A three- 
week war three years ago left both 
sides badly bruised, Israel in the 
diplomatic arena and Hamas on 
the battlefield. 

In the current round, Hamas 
has pointedly kept its large rock- 
et arsenal and thousands of fight- 
ers out of the confrontation, even

Metro’s new Silver Line is almost 
two years from opening, but resi- 
dents are wrestling with the last- 
ing impact the project may have 
on local roads. 

Users of the Dulles Toll Road 
are worried because they face high- 
er rates to help pay for more than 
50 percent of the rail extension’s 
cost. Nearby residents express con- 
cern that the higher toll rates could 
push drivers onto already-clogged 
secondary roadways. 

Meanwhile, some businesses 
wonder whether Fairfax and Lou- 
doun counties might balk at mak- 
ing their full contributions for the 
23-mile rail line. 

The first phase of the $6 billion 
Silver Line is under construction 
from Falls Church to Reston and 
is expected to open in late 2013 or 
2014. Construction on the second 
part of the project, which will run 
to Dulles International Airport 
and into Loudoun, is expected to 
start in January and be complet- 
ed in five years. 

Dulles Toll Road rates are 
expected to rise sharply over the 
next few years. Tolls for a one-way 
trip that now costs $2.25 could 
increase to $4.50 as early as next 
year, according to a consultant’s 
report for the Metropolitan Wash- 
ington Airport Authority, which 
operates the toll road and is super- 
vising construction of the Silver 
Line. By 2018, tolls for that one- 
way trip could rise to $6.75. 

The increased rates could 
drive down the number of trips 


People Want It 

According to a survey done by 
the Greater Reston Chamber 
of Commerce, area businesses 
“overwhelmingly support” the 
Silver Line project. Forty-sev- 
en percent of the 400 surveyed 
want to see the Silver Line ex- 
tended to Ashburn, Va. (twp) 


from roughly 100 million a year to 
75 million during that period, 
according to the report. Some resi- 
dents say those drivers could end up 
on Route 7, Route 66, Route 50 and 
other secondary roads, such as Beu- 
lah Road and Georgetown Pike. 

Terry Maynard, a Reston Cit- 
izens Association board member, 
said, “The big arterial roads are 
jammed at rush hour right now, 
and things are only likely to get 
worse.” 


Officials at the Virginia Depart- 
ment of Transportation, however, 
aren’t as worried. 

Hari Sripathi, the agency’s 
regional operations director, said 
drivers won’t abandon the toll 
road — even with higher rates — 
immediately. 

“People are not going to flood 
the secondary roads overnight,” 
he said. 

There are plans to enlarge part 
of Route 7 from Reston Parkway to 
Tysons Corner from four lanes to 
six, he said, which could help han- 
dle some additional traffic. 

“Not everybody is going to use 
the arterial streets,” he said. 

“Some are going to leave 
their cars and use rail. Some 
are going to change their travel 
time or use carpools, so that will

McDonnell, O’Malley Spar on TV 


Governors debate 
presidential race 
on ‘Meet the Press’ 

Washington 

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley 
and Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell 
debated Sunday about how eco- 
nomic and social issues are playing 
out in the presidential race. 

O’Malley — who is chairman of 
the Democratic Governors Asso- 
ciation — and McDonnell — who 
heads the Republican Governors 
Association — were asked about 
the subjects during an appearance 
on “Meet the Press.” 


O’Malley, who has made fre- 
quent appearances on Sunday 
television talk shows to high- 
light Democratic initiatives and 
President Obama’s policies, said 
Republican candidates are more 
interested in GOP politics than 
the economy. 

“If you look at the presidential 
campaign — I mean, let’s be honest 
— there has been a lot more time 
spent pandering to the extreme 
right-wing ideologues of the new 
Republican Party than has been 
spent talking about jobs and the 
economy,” O’Malley said. 

The discussion came ahead of 
two Republican presidential pri- 
mary contests set for Tuesday —

Mississippi and Alabama. Polls 
show a close race, particularly 
in Alabama, between Mitt Rom- 
ney, Newt Gingrich and Rick San- 
torum. 

But McDonnell said he thinks 
Democrats are just trying to shift 
attention away from jobs, the 
economy and the nation’s debt by 
focusing on social issues, because 


the nation is still struggling eco- 
nomically. 

“I think that’s a manufactured 
issue,” McDonnell said. “I think the 
Democrats and this president are 
trying to do everything they can to 
take the issue off of jobs, the econo- 
my, debt, deficit, energy — because 
they don’t have a plan.” 

McDonnell also criticized pro- 
posals backed by O’Malley in Mary- 
land to raise a variety of taxes, 
including ones on gasoline.

The attack began around 3 a.m. in two villages in Panjwai district, a rural suburb of 
Kandahar and a traditional Taliban stronghold where coalition forces have fought 
for control for years.

Calls mount for U.S. to end its mission 
as the crisis in Afghanistan deepens 


Balandi, Afghanistan 

Moving from house to house, a U.S. 
Army sergeant opened fire Sunday 
on Afghan villagers as they slept, 
killing 16 people — mostly women 
and children — in an attack that 
reignited fury at the U.S. presence 
following a wave of deadly protests 
over Americans burning Korans. 

The attack threatened the 
deepest breach yet in U.S.-Afghan 
relations, raising questions both in 
Washington and Kabul about why 
American troops are still fighting 
in Afghanistan after 10 years of 
conflict and the killing of Osama 


bin Laden. The killing spree, the 
worst atrocity committed by U.S. 
forces during the Afghan war, 
comes amid deepening public 
outrage spurred by last month’s 
Koran burnings and an earlier 
video purportedly showing 
American Marines urinating on 
dead Taliban militants. 

“This is an assassination, an 
intentional killing of innocent 
civilians and cannot be forgiven,” 
Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
said in a statement. He said he has 
repeatedly demanded the U.S. stop 
killing Afghan civilians.

A U.S. official in Washington said 
the American — an Army staff ser- 
geant-accused of killing 16 Afghan 
civilians was believed to have acted 
alone and that initial reports indicat- 
ed he returned to the base after the 
shooting and turned himself in. How- 
ever, Afghan President Hamid Karzai’s 
statement left some confusion on the 
point. He spoke of a single U.S. gun- 
man, but another part of the state- 
ment referred to “American forces" 
entering the houses.

Panetta said that a full 
investigation was already under 
way, noting that a suspect is already 
in custody.

The Redskins 

Redskins receiver Anthony Arm- 
strong, who hopes to be catching 
passes soon from Robert Griffin III, 
tweeted that “Stock in Superman 
socks just sky rocketed.” 

Especially if someone can make 
them in burgundy and gold. 

More pertinent was the reac- 
tion from someone who figures to 
be blocking for the Heisman Tro- 
phy winner from Baylor. 

“The search is over, I guess,” 
guard Kory Lichtensteiger said. 

If it is, it took long enough. And 
it certainly cost a lot. But if Griffin 
can solidify the quarterback posi- 
tion for the next decade and lift the 
Redskins out of their long funk, it 
undoubtedly will have been worth 
the price. 

The Redskins and St. Louis 
Rams agreed to a deal for Washing- 
ton to move into the No. 2 overall 


spot in next month’s NFL draft. The 
Redskins will give up a breathtak- 
ing three first-round selections — 
this year’s No. 6 overall, plus first- 
rounders in 2013 and 2014 — plus 
a second-round pick this year in 
the swap, which must be approved 
by the NFL and can’t be completed 
under league rules until free agen- 
cy begins Tuesday. 

It allows the Redskins to leap- 
frog all other teams that had an 
interest in Griffin, especially the 
quarterback-needy Cleveland 
Browns. The Indianapolis Colts 
are expected to take Andrew Luck 
with the No. 1 choice. 

It’s a bold — some would say 


desperate — move by a team that 
has been repeatedly frustrated in its 
search for a franchise quarterback. 
The Redskins have started 21 quar- 
terbacks over the last 19 seasons, 
with only three playoff appearanc- 
es to show for it. The move came 
after it became increasingly unlike- 
ly that the Redskins would be able 
to sign Peyton Manning. 

“It’s been tough, and I feel for 
our fans, and in many times we 
haven’t been successful, and we’re 
trying to get it right.” Redskins GM 
Bruce Allen said. “And I think we 
had a big step to get it right.” 

They have finished in last place 
in the NFC East for four years run- 


ning, leading to a slow erosion of 
a fan base long known as one of 
the most passionate in the NFL. 
But Griffin has the personality — 
just look at the Superman socks he 
wore while accepting the Heisman 
Trophy last year — and the talent 
to re-energize the faithful. 

In Washington, he would work 
under Mike Shanahan, whose leg- 
acy is on the line. Shanahan has 
won only one playoff game since 
John Elway retired after capturing 
the second of back-to-back Super 
Bowls with the Denver Broncos 
in 1998, and he hasn’t been to the 
playoffs in his last five seasons as 
a coach.

AN ENGINEER BY TRADE James Gaughan 
entered the air traffic control industry and 
quickly moved up the ranks. It wasn’t until 
the Sept. 11 attacks that his career shifted 
entirely to security systems. Seven years in, 
he rekindled his passion for aviation and re- 
entered the industry he believes he will be 
in for the rest of his career. 

Have you ever run into problems while leading 
an engineering team? 

When I was chief engineer for a program 
at the Federal Aviation Administration, we 


had a test where an air traffic control sys- 
tem needed to demonstrate over a period 
of 72 hours straight that it could run with 
stability. We had this one problem. At hour 
number 36, it would encounter a problem 
and go down for a day and a half It must’ve 
occurred 10 to 15 times. Eventually, we final- 
ly figured out how to fix the problem. Once 
we fixed it, it was smooth sailing. 

What leadership lessons did you take away 
from that? 

I learned how to keep the team from getting 
down when the problem kept recurring. 

How? 

I had a stick and a carrot. When you get to 
know someone, you understand a little bit 
about what motivates them. Some folks need- 
ed a push, and some needed to be cajoled 
along. It was a process for me to understand 
this. With 2,000 folks, there’s a lot of peo- 



ple at different points in their life. Some had 
children or sick parents or religious obliga- 
tions. I had to respect people’s personal lives 
but at the same time demand commitment to 
the team. It’s case-by-case. Everyone need-

ed to do their share, so it needed to be fair. 
But it can’t be equal. You can’t lay out a plan 
that is the same for everyone.

I’m read- 
ing about Dick Cheney right now because 
the events do not feel like history. It’s

Education at the click of a mouse 
only sounds easy, says Tim Jar- 
rett. 

“I actually find the online cours- 
es to be a littie bit more challenging, 
a little harder,” says the 32-year-old 
student, “partly because you have 
to keep yourself motivated.” 

The Catonsville, Md., resi- 
dent is one of the growing num- 
bers of students choosing to earn 
a degree online — in Jarrett’s 
case, from Johns Hopkins — even 


though he could easily take class- 
es at his school’s brick-and-mor- 
tar campus. 

Jarrett has a full-time job man- 
aging software developers at Johns 
Hopkins University’s Engineer- 
ing for Professionals (EP) pro- 
gram. Part time, he works toward 
a master’s degree in computer sci- 
ence through the same program. 
Even though he’s attended classes 
on campus in the past, Jarrett pre- 
fers to learn online. “What I like 
about the online class, especial- 
ly compared to EP’s other face-to-

face classes, is the flexibility,” Jar- 
rett says. 

Eighty-nine percent of the 
nation’s four-year public institu- 
tions and 60 percent of four-year 
private schools offer online classes, 
according to a pair of Pew Research 
Center surveys from spring 2011. 
More than half of those schools 
offer students the chance to com- 
plete a full degree online. 

Some students choose to study 
online because they have a full-time 
job or family obligations; others 
study online simply because it’s 
convenient. Money is rarely a fac- 
tor: Most schools charge the same 
tuition regardless of whether the 
student takes the class online or 


in person. 

With some programs, distance 
learners have the option of going 
to the main campus or a satellite 
campus for classes. Jarrett took 
several courses that way but pre- 
fers a virtual setting. “With online, 
after a long day of work, you don’t 
have to then go sit in class for three 
hours,” he says. 

Instructors post discussion top- 
ics, assignments and videos of on- 
campus lectures online, and often 
hold chats or videoconferences that 
students can participate in live 
or watch later. Students hold dis- 
cussions, collaborate with class- 
mates and submit work through 
the website.

Course content typically mir- 
rors its on-site counterpart. For 
instance, Georgetown’s Depart- 
ment of Nursing offers an online 
master’s program (Online.nurs- 
ing.georgetown.edu) that repli- 
cates the on-campus structure, 
says Jeanne Matthews, the depart- 
ment’s interim chairwoman. Clin- 
ical work is completed at univer- 
sity-approved sites near where the 
student lives. 

“This is a regular Georgetown 
degree,” Matthews says. “It just 
happens to be delivered through 
an online modality. There’s no dif- 
ference in what the students are 
expected to do in the time they 
spend with us.” 

Online students have access 
to the same career and academ- 
ic counseling; libraries; and writ- 
ing centers as campus-based stu- 
dents. Some programs even invite 
distance students to come to cam- 
pus at certain times.

one thing all Web-based students 
need to succeed is a lot of self-moti- 
vation. “For any students who real-

With thousands of options available to seekers of online degrees, choosing 
the right one can seem daunting. We asked students and administrators to 
provide guidance. 

w Accreditation. Institutions examine one another’s performance using 
government-approved processes, so “if a program is accredited, it really 
means something," says Stephen Ehrmann, vice provost for teaching and 
learning at the George Washington University. 

w Curriculum. Find a program that meets your learning goals and make sure 
the platform the school uses to deliver it is easy to navigate and supported 
technically around the clock, says Mary Kelty, manager of Information 
Technology and Distance Education at Johns Hopkins University's Engineering 
for Professionals program. 

w Faculty. Ask about instructors’ backgrounds in the subject matter and their 
track record both at the school and in online teaching, Ehrmann says. Also, 
check out the support system for teachers, says Lisa Powers, a student in GW’s 
education technology and leadership program. “Some instructors might have 
a difficult time moving from a traditional lecture-based discussion to an online 
discussion," she says. 

» Support. How a school handles services for remote students is important, 
says Susan Henderson, director of online strategies and programs at 
EDUCAUSE. “They should be able to expect the same services that an 
on-campus student receives — except for parking," she says. “The accrediting 
agencies actually require that any institution that offers online degree 
programs be able to provide the same level of services and the same services 
to their students that a traditional student on campus receives." s.k. 


and underserved areas — in 34 
states and the District. “We’ve been 
able to triple the size of our gradu- 
ate nursing program since March 
[of 2011],” Matthews says. 

But even as online programs 
grow in popularity, 29 percent of 
the general public doubts they are 
as educationally valuable as sitting 
in a traditional classroom, the Pew 
surveys found. 

“I used to be worried about 
that,” says Jarrett, who enrolled 
because of the school’s reputation. 
He’s less concerned about potential 
employers’ looking askance at his 
online degree these days. “I think 
the brand name Johns Hopkins will 
be what they look at,” he says. 

Most schools exclude the words 
“online” or “distance” from tran- 
scripts and degrees, so potential 
employers don’t have to know how 
they were obtained. 

When online degrees emerged 
in the late 1990s, there was a stig- 
ma attached to them, says Susan 
Henderson, director of online strat- 
egies and programs at EDUCAUSE

(Educause.edu), a nonprofit group 
working to advance higher educa- 
tion through information technol- 
ogy. But advances in technology 
and meticulous review processes 
are improving delivery and per- 
ceptions of online learning. 

“I think, in a way, [students who 
take their courses online] are held to 
a higher standard than their coun- 
terparts that are on campus because 
I don’t know any of them that have 
to go through this type of review 
process,” Henderson says. 

Still, online study is not for 
everyone. “There are advantag- 


es to being in the same place with 
other people, whether it’s work- 
ing together in a lab or going for 
a beer — a lot of elements of what 
we call the campus experience,” 
says GW’s Ehrmann. 

Lack of face time is a concern 
for some, but it’s becoming less 
so, thanks to new technology. “We 
have Web conferencing, where stu- 
dents can engage with each other 
and form teams or do group proj- 
ects, so there’s a lot more technol- 
ogy that allows for collaboration 
and making them feel part of some- 
thing and not so isolated,” says 


Mary Kelty, manager of Informa- 
tion Technology and Distance Edu- 
cation at Hopkins’ Engineering for 
Professionals program. 

Online interaction can also be 


a way to even the playing field 
for students. “It’s not just the stu- 
dents who can raise their hand the 
fastest and the most times.

She signed up for Code Year, an 
interactive programming course, 
after seeing an article in Slate. 
The weekly courses on JavaScript 
haven’t been too much of a drain 
on her time, and she can do them 
when she wants. 

“The exercises are short,” she 
says. “It’s no harder than check- 
ing your email.” And, like email, 
the weekly classes are free. 

Zach Sims, one of the minds 
behind Code Year, said he designed 
the classes to be very manageable. 
“It’s the new technical literacy,” Sims 
wrote in an email. “Programming 
helps to make almost everything 
easier — it’s simpler for financial 
analysts to create better models, 
easier for journalists to data-mine 
and collect statistics.” 

Before you start a class, be sure 
to do your homework. Washington 
career counselor Karen James Chopra 
advises her clients to go to informa- 
tional interviews with professionals 
in their field before enrolling in any 
programs. At these interviews, she 
encourages her clients to ask profes- 
sionals whether there are any skills 
that might help them stand out. 

“Too often people do the train- 
ing in lieu of the networking and job 
searching,” she wrote in an email. 
“Then when the training is done, 
they still have to do the job search- 
ing, and they are out a lot of money.”

Reader: I’m a college student 
doing an internship at my dad’s 
firm, using the email address of 
a former intern who my dad liked 
and respected. I stumbled across 
a series of irreverent emails 
from the intern to another law- 
yer-one my dad is friends with 
— making fun of my dad. I know 
it would upset my dad if I told 
him, but I want to drop a hint to 
his colleague that her mocking 
words are not as private as she 
thinks. 

KARLA: What’s the difference 
between snarky emails and radio- 
active nuclear waste with a mil- 
lion-year half-life? Nuclear waste 
stays buried. 

This question came to both 
me and personal advice goddess 
Carolyn Hax. For Carolyn, the 
answer was a no-brainer on the 
family front: Say nothing to Dad. 
Let this nasty secret die. 

I agree — with qualifications: 
If they were plotting to sabotage 
Dad’s career, he needs to know. 

If he has bad breath, you could 
alert him to it without even hint- 


ing that everyone is fake-gag- 
ging behind his back. Mean but 
ultimately harmless sniggering 
over his taste in ties? That infor- 
mation benefits no one. Bury it. 

That said, if you’re feeling 
plucky and promise to keep it 
playful, you could forward one 
of the emails to your dad’s col- 
league, signing your name: “Hey, 
I bought him that tie with my 
own allowance in fifth grade. He 
swears it’s his favorite. :-)” No 
threats, and no glaring at her in 
the hall later. 

You also might talk to in- 
house techies about recy- 
cling email accounts. Ask them 
to close and archive the toxic 
account and set up a new one 
for you, and to do the same for 
future interns. 

Reader: I left a toxic job two 
years ago, six months shy of my 
30-year anniversary. I am fine 
financially but do not know how 
to let go of the disappointment 
over not sticking it out those last 
six months. I wish I could con- 
vince myself that the decision 
was the right one even though I 


did not meet my goal. 

KARLA: You’re thinking, “It was just 
six months — I should have stuck it 
out.” Try this instead: “What could 
I possibly have gained in six measly 
months to make it worth the mis- 
ery? A plaque? Flowers? A crum- 
my grocery store cake with glop- 
py frosting roses?” 

Trust that you had good rea- 


sons for leaving. If you don’t 
remember what they were, ask 
those who knew you at the time 
to remind you. After two years of 
regret, it’s time to round up “29 
and a half years” to “30 years,” 
buy yourself a crummy gro- 
cery store cake, and get on with 
enjoying retirement, karla miller

Boxing Up Clutter 


How one man’s talent 
for juggling chaos 
inspired a new career: 
professional organizing 

Scott Roewer, 38 

TITLE: Certified professional 
organizer and president of 
Solutions by Scott (202-249-8330, 
Solutionsbyscott.com) 

SALARY: Professional 
organizers charge, on 
average, $50 to $150 an 
hour based on experience 
and type of project, 

Roewer says. 

WHAT HE DOES: Roewer 
cuts through the clutter. One day 
might find him combing through a 
company’s paperwork; the next day 
he might be knee-deep in a closet 
overflowing with outdated clothing. 

Roewer starts off with a phone as- 
sessment, then tours the space to see 
which clutter-control methods will 
work best. 

Organizing can be messy. “I'm 
climbing into some very dirty closets 
and basements and attics," Roewer 
says. “It's often not very pleasant." 

And the job requires discretion. 
“You're sometimes hearing and see- 


ing things that could be very sensitive 
in nature," he says. “So you have to 
be very trustworthy." Certified by the 
Board of Certification for Professional 
Organizers, Roewer must adhere to a 
code of ethics. If he violates that, his 
certification could be revoked. 

Clients find Roewer on the Web or 
via the National Association of Profes- 
sional Organizers (Napo.net), of which 
he is a member. He doesn't 
pay for advertising, instead 
preferring to get his name 
out through networking, 
professional organizations 
and tools like his blog, 
Declutteryou.com. 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS 
JOB? It's not enough to keep a 
tidy home. An organizer has to be 
something of a jack-of-all-trades. “I 
need to know the legal ramifications 
for keeping certain paperwork; the 
best way to store and fold cashmere; 
and how to install closet systems so 
that they don’t fall out of the wall," 
Roewer says. 

People skills are a must. Organiz- 
ers work one-on-one with clients and 
often have to persuade them to get 
rid of things with sentimental value. 
“Sometimes people break down emo- 
tionally," he says. 


HOW HE GOT THIS JOB: A former 
teacher and meeting planner, Roewer 
got into organizing after listening to 
a friend complain about the chaos in 
his life. “I did a whole ‘while you were 
out' makeover on his home," he says. 
“He was shocked and amazed and 
said, ‘Scott, people would pay you to 
do this for them.”’ That friend helped 
Roewer start his business in 2004. 

Roewer enrolled in classes on or- 
ganization and other topics including 
hoarding and space planning. He was 
certified through the Board of Certi- 
fication for Professional Organizers 
(Certifiedprofessionalorganizers.org). 
HOW YOU CAN GET THIS 
JOB: The National Association 
of Professional Organizers offers 
an online professional organizer 
curriculum (Napo.net). The Institute 
for Challenging Disorganization 
(Nsgcd.org) also offers classes and 
certification. 

Do your homework before enrolling 
in a training or certification program. 
“There's no official licensing for our 
industry, and anyone can start a web- 
site that says ‘Become a professional 
organizer,'" Roewer says. The NAPO 
and the Board of Certification for Pro- 
fessional Organizers are the industry

The DupLass brothers

Since filmmaking is generally the domain 
of those with strong, singular egos, it’s sur- 
prising how many brothers share the direc- 
tor’s chair.

negating disclaimer: “It’s very hard to tell 
us apart; don’t worry about it. If you mis- 
quote us [attributing one quote to the other], 
it’s totally fine. We share the same brain.” 

Their synapses may be networked, but 
few have a hard time telling one Duplass 
from the other: Mark Duplass is far more 
recognizable than his older brother. Jay. 

From the time the two wrote and direct- 
ed 2005’s “The Puffy Chair” (a micro-bud- 
geted highlight of the “Mumblecore” move- 
ment), Mark Duplass has been increasingly 
active in front of cameras, too. Honing a 
likably shaggy Everydude persona, he has 
upped the charm factor of such unusual 
indies as “Humpday” and the upcoming 
“Your Sister’s Sister.” At the same time, he’s 
spent three seasons on FX’s ensemble com- 
edy “The League” and popped up in the

The peculiar flavor of a Duplass broth- 
ers film results from a lot of improvisation 
and much back-and-forth in the editing 
stage. Though each film’s plot is firmly 
scripted ahead of time, the dialogue heard 
in theaters may not resemble what was on 
the page. Actors “know exactly the trajec- 
tory of the scene and what needs to hap- 
pen,” Mark Duplass explains, but “can 
re-say those words in ways that are more 
comfortable to them.”

The Harm of ‘Hoarders’ 



A&E's flagship series 
often exploits illness 
for entertainment

9:00 of “smell- o -vision” have 
^ ^ been around at least since 
the invention of television. And 
every so often we’re reminded 
why it’s a good thing that they’ve 
never perfected this technology. 
Like tonight, when “Hoarders” 
visits folks named Constance 
and Jeri Jo. One of them likes to 
keep chickens and rotten eggs 
in the house — long past their 
expiration date. 

“Hoarders” may fascinate some, 
but the show exploits mentally ill 
people for entertainment. There’s a 
thin veneer of therapy implied here, 
but most of the show concentrates 
on letting viewers rubberneck at 
the horror of deranged clutter and 
disturbing filth. 

Many of those who appear 


on “Hoarders” do so at the 
encouragement of family 
members. Again, we’re told that 
it’s an intervention — not to be 
confused with an “Intervention” 
(10 p.m., also on A&E). But does 
anybody really think that putting 
mentally disturbed people on TV 
is a compassionate approach to 
their problems? 

Television has a peculiar 
history of transforming tragedy 


into weird humor. I’ve long thought 
of “The Beverly Hillbillies” as “The 
Grapes of Wrath” done for laughs. 
“Hoarders” is a little like turning 
the 1975 documentary “Grey 
Gardens” into a sitcom. 

We may pity these people 
or make jokes about them. 
But at the end of the day, 
“Hoarders” says more about 
its audience than its subjects.
